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The Weather and You 


By CARL RIBLE TJR. 
If' you have ever been in a small-town print shop in 
excessively dry weather during a press run of the local 
weekly, you then have had experience with static electricity 


There was an old ‘shop with a Babcock press that had its 
troubles. The. press run of the weekly paper was about 2,000. 
When it was completed, the print shop was a mass of 
wastepaper that had tangled off the press because of the 
static electricity, and the place was a terrible fire hazard. 

Newsprint and, I suppose, almost any other paper is 
affected critically by the electricity that comes from dry air. 
When the press pumped away, the dry paper was fed into the 
printing. area by hand. Every few minutes the paper would 
tangle and buckle. It wouldn't glide smoothly over the rollers. 
Long ago printers tried to lick the problem with powdered 
rice blown over the paper as it came off the forms. But the 
powder didn't do much good. Now, of course, there is an 
invention that has done away with the problem. It is a static 
arrester, and @ press can run and run to ‘the last. paper

Hospital Society Confusion

As if things” weren't 
scrambled enough in __ the 
hospital field, we now have 
the Juan de Fuca Hospital 
Society making loud noises in 
the jungles of Colwood. 

It’s a pity that the beater of 
the Juan de Fuca drum didn’t 
sit and think ‘i 
for a minute 
before charg- 
ing to the 
rescue of a 
non-existent 
society. 

A few facts 
in ‘an attempt, 
t 0 un 
scramble the 
‘wooly skein 
woven in 
Friday’s Colonist. 

The Juan de Fuca Hospital 
Society was formed—that’s 
the active word as distinct 
from incorporated—as a so- 
ciety in March of this year. 

It has not, and’ is ‘not, 
recognized as a hospital so- 
ciety by Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark. How can it 
be when it has no hospital to | 
administer? 1 ! 

When, as one’day it may, it 
takes over St. Mary's Priory, 
it will come into its own, and 
be recognized, as a hospital | 
society. 

Until then it remains a 
limbo” voice, lacking stature 
and totally lacking* authority. 

Members of the “society” | 
have as much right as any 
citizen to blow. bugles and 
rally what public support they 
can for a pet project. That | 
right is not denied, ror | 
challenged here. But, again, a 
few facts. 

Dr. Harvey Agnew took a 
long look at the Colwood to 
Sooke situation before he 
penned his 330-page report. He 
listened to the bid for -an 
acute-care hospital, studied 
the claims—and emphatically 

rejected the proposition that | 
the area was ready for an 
acute-care centre. - 

He said it would be foolish 
to build an acute-care hospital | 
in that- areat before 1968, and 
added that even then a close 
look should bé taken before 
going ahead. 

Here’s what Agnew said: 
“In suburban communities 
where distances to fully- 
equipped general hospitals are 
measured in minutes rather 
than in miles, the present-day 
complexities of equipment and 
the need for specialized tech- | 
nical staff make it much 
more in the public Interest to | 
have fewer but much better 
equipped and staffed hospitals | 
in an upban area.

Benson’s White Paper in depth be- 
fore forming their conclusions, and 
this is good advice in approaching 
a document with so fundamental an 
impact on the nation’s tax structure. 
A major feature of the ‘new pro- 
posals appears to be an easing of the 
rate at the lower end of the in- 
come tax spectrum, and a con- 
sequently heavier concentration on 
the middle and upper brackets. This, 
like most fiscal policies, would have 
social as well as economic effects. 


The general principle is widely 
accepted that taxation tends to exert 
two influences: it raises revenue, and 
it tends to curb the activity or ob- 
ject on which the tax is based. Thus 
a property tax, if imposed too 
heavily, will have the effect of dis- 
couraging property. ownership; a 
customs duty, in so far as it raises 
the price of a commodity, will tend 
to discourage its importation. When 
imposing a new tax or amending 
an old one, government has to calcu- 
late the side effects as well as the 
money-raising efficiency of the levy.

A Friendlier China—Fact or Wishful Thinking ? 


HIS year’s UN debate on the seating 

of Red China has’ been conducted 

on a premise which, surprisingly enough, 
both the champions and the opponents of 
Peking have seemed 

to accept. It is that 

Mainland China is ‘no

None of this would make sense if the 
United States thought Peking was likely 
to be indefinitely unreceptive to Ameri- 


imagined. For if Mr. Trudeau cannot 
succeed on these two critical fronts who 
can? What other man could govern 
Canada successfully at the present time? 
Perhaps he is lurking, unseen and 
nameless, in some dark corner but he 
has-not yet emerged in the government, 
the. opposition or the splinter parties.

A hike along the Arbutus Trail, going 
in off campsite 40 at Goldstream Park, 


. provides new vistas now that most of the 


broadleaf trees have cast their leaves. 

~ The male catkins of the hazel stand 
out against the bare twigs and they seem 
to dance in the wind. Look clogely at the 
twig and you will see points where the 
tiny scarlet female flower will soon begin 
to appear, 

On the many dogwoods along the way 
the turreted flower buds for next 
spring's blooming are visibie 

Among the grey-brown flowers and 
fern a dull green whorl of leaves will 
stand out. This is the princess pine, which 


next summer-will show its pink wax-like 


flowers. This little plant belongs- to the 
heather family and neariy always has a 
bent stem, 

As you cross over the first little gully, 
look up at the steep rock face and you 
will see how the polypody ferns have 
almost covered the bare rock like a giant 
fringed curtain. Some of the golden 
maple leaves that have fallen make a 
wonderful setting. " 

As you wander along you come to a 
hogback ridge with a ravine on both 
sides. Here you are w alking on upturned 
shale and one can count the layers of 
this ancient sedimentary rock that had 
been turned to its present position by the 
uplift. and squeeze of by-gone ice.

aiong this portion of the trail. Some arte 
very old, perhaps over 400 years and 
show the scars of a very old fire. Others 
range from 100 to 200 years. 

Why the gaps? Were they caused by 
fires in the past set by the Indians to 
preserve the camias bed or were they 
caused by the old ‘miners who prospected 
and dug for gold? 

As you drop down toward the highway 
you pass through a small dense forest 
near climax. Here the red cedars are old 
and fluted. Perhaps because of the small 
Stream that at one time ran through this 
area they did not suffer from the fires. 

On the high ridge there is quite a bit 
of die-back among the younger firs 
Possibly because the railway trail 
running along the ridge prevents the, run- 
off “from the high hills from supplying 
the water that they need. 

As you walk along, take a look into 
the bank and you will find very many 
small, rounded ‘pebbles probably 
deposited by running water from the 
melting of the ice in distant times.

Trudeau has to risk a similar break here 
on the wage issue, but fortunately for 
him his base is wider than Mr. Wilson’s 
and will become even wider if the 
Canadian public understands what he is 
trying to do.

The publicly visible result of al) this 
has not yet been great. The Canadians 
and Italians have not yet succeeded, as 
of this writing, though the Canadians, at 
least, may be close, 

The UN majority remains unwilling to 
replace Taipeh arbitrarily with Peking, 
lest the balance of . military power in 
Asia be adversely affected (by under- 
cutting the legal basis of the American 
posture on Taiwan) — and lest a dragon, 
while still breathing fire, be invited into 
a fireworks shop. i 

But this is not the position the 
majority would like to be in. They wish 
they could establish freer and more 
direct contacts with Peking. If’ China 
were to encourage the belief that it is 
reaching outward ‘itself for such con- 
tacts, the ice jam could break up with a 
roar.

LANGUAGE RIGHT NOT A ‘CONCESSION’ 


The Quebec streets have been filled with 
a-melange of the serious and the adolescent, 
the revolutionary left and the bigotted right, 
with most of these confused but some, perhaps, 
even too clear in their obvious purposes and 
pretexts in attacking Bill 63. 

The central cry of those who demand a more 
restrictive approach to English-language school rights in 
the province pretends to be based upon fear for the 
survival of French as a working and living language for 
the majority. 

Yet that very argument has its absolute parallel in 
the anxieties for survival on the part of those other 
Quebecers who for generations have chosen English as 
their mother tongue. 

For values in a liberal order are not a one-way 
street, open-ended for some and cul-de-sac for others. 
“Survival” as- a legitimate, indispensable aspiration for 
French-speaking Canadians will be morally bankrupt and 


functionally self-defeating if it is translated into meaning. 


the slow or rapid destructions of a choice to survive also 
for English-speaking (or bilingual?) Quebecers. 

Imdeed, the real irony is that today no serious sector 
of English language leadership in Quebec retains any of 
the older ‘ascendency’ stances. 


Share in Dual Culture 


It wants, positively, to share in the dual culture of the 
province and of Canada. Thus it is as false as it is tragic 
to escalate fears that a choice to be English-speaking or 
bilingual is a choice that threatens French language 
survival itself. 

Bill 63 is in itself a simple document. It provides, in 
brief but ‘ambiguous’’ language that: | 

_ ‘® The Minister has power to take measures to 
assure that English-language educational institutions 
assure a working knowledge of the French language for 
their students. 

@ The Minister shall take whatever measures are 
necessary to have courses from Grade I to Grade XI 
given in the French language, but any parent may have 
these courses also given in English, providing that the 
courses and examinations lead to the student having. a 
working knowledge of the French language; and there is 
a duty on the school commissions and trustees to carry 
out these programs in accordance with the detailed 
arrangements for curriculum approval etc., already 
established by the Education Act of 1964. 

@ The Immigration Department (provincial) and the 
Minister of Education are to co-operate in measures that 
will provide opportunities for new residents locating in 
Quebec to acquire a knowledge of the French language, 
upon arrival. 

Critics of the Bill are divided into those who reject 
the legal option to have any child taught in English 
despite the safe-guarding -provisions of a working 
knowledge of French; while from the other side, there 
are English language community concerns for the 
undefined discretionary power vested in the Minister to 
make regulations implementing these principles and 
binding on English language school boards and 
commissions — if in fact he has the constitutional power 
to do so. 


An Untenable Position 


The extremist view holds the untenable and 
essentially reprehensible position that, in principle, there 
should be no freedom to choose either of the official 
languages for school instruction in Quebec — only French 
iteelf. 

But the more reasoned anxiety is that which asks 
what happens to the French language if population curves 
and immigrant choices in the next generation unite to 
‘create an English language (or bilingual?) majority in 
the Montreal area — a prediction which some French

language demographers have been making in recent 
months? 

On the English-speaking side, there is concern as to 
how far the standards (and locations) the Minister may 
set-for French language instruction in English language 
schools and (possibly for new immigrants) may be 
unreasonable and-or unworkable, affecting perhaps even 
school-leaving certificates themselves. 


Question Is Confusing 


From the historicallegal point of view the entire 
question is quite confusing. In a narrow but fundamental 
sense English language rights in Quebec, at the school 
level, are specifically protected only in denominational 
British North America Act. 
position of Protestant and 
Catholic education as it was on July 1, 1867, and relied 
largely -on. the. educational framework set out in the 
legislation of 1861. 

Thus the secularization of education, which progres- 
sive Anglophones fully support, including the effort at 
“unification” of the school systems in 1964 under a 
Ministry of Education, does not have any guarantees of a 
constitutional nature that would give entrenched 
underpinnings to English-language school rights per se. 

Indeed, there are no such constitutional safeguards 
whatever-— only administrative arrangements — for 
English-language Catholics; while the Jewish community 
has come under the: Protestant umbrella. by way of 
special agreement, with French-speaking Protestants 
given their protection as ‘‘Protestants.”’

But, at no point does the English language seem ever 
to have been deprived .of its juridical role as the original 
language of the sovereign and of the colony (Province) 
within the British North American system both 
immediately before the American Revolution and 
immediately afterwards. 


The idea, therefore, that English language rights are 
a concession to a minority either at the school level, or at 
the governmental level, is historically questionable and, 
more significant, it is practically unacceptable as a thesis 
considering the reality-that English has been a working 
language and a school language in fact (and in law) for 
two hundred years in the life of the region. 

What has happened also to confuse the issue further 
is the fact that the method of protecting language-school 
rights, in Catholic-Protestant denominational terms, is 
slowly being bypassed today by school patterns now 
increasingly secularized and where some of the 
administration operates often as if the system were not, 
in constitutional terms, still essentially denominational. 

English-speaking non-Catholic Quebecers therefore 
are caught in a strange dilemma. They support, whole- 
heartedly, the move toward a bilingual Quebec and, 
operationally and constitutionally, a bi-lingual Canada.

But for those who\ can 
somehow get the money, there 
is a flourishing black market 


in items such as American, 
cigarettes, which go for $19 a> 


pack, and gasoline; which cost 
$43 a gallon. 

Biafra received a still un- 
explained respite from serious 
bombing, attacks in October, 
but the Nigerian planes have 
stepped up their raids in: the 
first days of November. The 
people accept the attacks with 
a numb fatalism. 

A dozen--rolting- -explosion 
waves punctuated a conversa- 
tion near Uli airstrip the 
other day. “It’s no use trying 
to take cover,” a Biafran said 


to a visitor. “They never 
come close to what they're 
aiming at, so anything could 
be hit."” 

But Saturday 
Nigerian ‘‘intruder’’—a DC4 
converted into a bomber— 
made its most accurate hit of 
the war on Uli. It destroyed a 
joint church aid reliéf plane 
sitting on the airstrip. A cargo 
of stockfish was charred, and 
two priests were - slightly 
injured. The bombing can- 
celled Saturday night’s relief 
runs, but operations resumed 
Sunday night. 

The relief supplies are 
trucked out to feeding centres 
in the villages. One such 
journey Monday was aboard a 
‘wheezing 1956 truck that

apart as it crashed through 
the hgavy bush between 

Owerri and a small village 

called Uzoagba.

Little Anguilla 
Still Uncertain 


Wherever he goes on 


Anguilla today the visitor sees all the signs of an 


occupied country. 


The tiny unsurfaced airstrip has an RAF camp 


beside it. On the grounds 


of the former Government 


House, Britain’s Royal Engineers have set up their 
camp; after sunset it is patrolled by armed | sentries. 


Throughout the island 
houses have been taken over 
and adapted as police sta- 
tions. Land Rovers and army 
trucks throw up dust as they 
dash back: and forth on the 
miles of dirt road. 

To the casual observer it 
might ‘look as* though the 
British presence is indeed 
restraining Anguillans in the 
face of a declaration of 
independence last winter. But 
there is little to restrain. 

The easy-going people. ac- 
cept the presence of the 
British. Indeed many welcome 
them. A taxi driver said:.‘‘We 
were glad when the troops 
landed here, because it meant 
we didn’t have to worty about 
St. Kitts any longer.” 

This fear, and hate, of 
nearby St. Kitts: becomes 
evident in every conversation 
with Anguillans. Charlie 
Gumbs, 59, says: “I have 
been pushed around and told 
what. to do by St. Kitts for a 
long time. now, and I don’t 
intend to accept that kind of 
treatment again. I love An- 
guilla and would rather die 
than go back to rule by St. 
Kitts, and I know a loft of 
other people feel the same 
way.” 

The Britons say there will 
never be any need for blood- 
shed; Anguillans will not be 
forced to accept a constitution 
they do not want. 

They have withdrawn the 
paratroopers who, although 
they were well liked by the 
majority of the islanders, 
were purely a fighting force. 

About 100. engineers “are 
working on construction pro- 
jects. Most of their time is 
taken up with road-building— 
there are only six miles of 
surfaced road on the island. 
Other specialists have been 
brought in to erect a 200-foot 
jetty at Sandy Ground for 
inter-island schooners and 


fishing boats which now are 


forced to unload cargo into 
lighters to be brought ashore. 
The acting British commis- 
sioner, Richard Posnett, says 
Britain has allocated a 
development budget of about 
$200,000 for this year.” 


There is no. real town in 
Anguilla; all the houses are 
spread out because each 
family wants-to own its own 
piece of land. The standard of 
housing is far above that of 
most Caribbean islands -and 
yet there is virtually no 
industry. The reason is that 
many Anguillans go off-island 
to work—mainly to St. 
Thomas in the U.S. Virgin 
Jslands—and send money 
home. 

Among the “occupation 
forces'’ probably the most 
popular are 84 London police- 
men. The bobbies carry out 
normal civil law enforcement 
duties with the aid of five 
local lawmen. The previous 
police force comprised mainly | 
men from St. Kitts who were 
sent home when Anguilla 
declared independence. 

The island's political future 
is still uncertain. Everything, 
it seems, hinges on the 
outcome of a Caribbean Com- 
mission which is due to sit in 
December: Its report is not 
expected to be published 
before March or April.

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CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION CHIEF RETIRES 


He Helped Slow Creepin 


The man who presided over 
the growth of the provincial 
civil service for the past 
quarter century will cause a 
temporary reduction in its 
size next Friday. 

Dr. Hugh Morrison, full of 
energy and plans at 66, is 
retiring as chairman of the 
Civil S-e rv ie e—Commission 
after 21 years with the title 
and 24 years with the job. 


Off on a world cruise, he 
will pack a typewriter in the 
hopes of putting his interest in 
history — he holds a doctorate 
in the subject — to some long- 
sought use. : 

He leaves behind-him a bit 
of. history. as the man who 
held his job longer than any 
other and in the civil service's 
period of fastest growth. 

He says there is ‘not too 
much of Parkinson” in the 
expansion. of’ the civil service 
from about 6,000 persons in 
1945 to more than 25,000, 


including 15,000 full-time 
employees, in 1969. 
“Parkinson's Law” 
inevitability of 
growth has been resisfed in 
B.C. with the result that 
there's a minimum of excess 
human baggage in the gov- 
ernment service, ~ Morrison 
said-in-an-interview, :

In its monumental report 
published early in 1967 the 
commission made serious 
criticism of the existing law 
and proposed some fundamen- 
tal changes.

Open to Argument 


The government itself has

The government is aware of 
a continuing need to spur cer- 
tain kinds of activities. Some 
economic ventures that in 
volve exceptional risks also 
promise exceptional rewards 
—in employing Canadians, in 
pushing back frontiers, in 
spurring trade and technol- 
ogy, and in improving second- 
ary industries. Much of the 
government help now. given to 
suctr development is through 
expenditures and credits. 

Tax Jaws, however, have 
long been used to-provide in- 
centives to such ventures, and 
the government -believes they 
should continue to be so used 
in a-number of specific ways 
that are clearly understood 
and justified. 

The present reform of the 
income tax should produce a 
reasonably stable system 
which can develop, but which 
need not be fundamentally re-

uing prosperity; the recogni- 
tion of modern social needs; 
widespread understanding of 
and voluntary compliance 
with tax laws, combined with

In raising the large reve- 
nues required to meet the 
needs of modern government, 
we must be certain that the 
total tax burden is distributed 
fairly, All levels of govern- 
ment together now require 
more than one-third of the 
gross national] product in 
taxes, social security contri- 
butions and other revenue to 
provide public services, 


Principles Implied 


The federal government is 
holding its own pperating -ex- 
penditures under control but 
its total needs are growing to 
meet such priorities as old 
age pensions, hospital and 
medical care, support of high- 
er education, ‘retraining our 
work force, equalization pay- 
ments to the less wealthy 
industrial and otheft ‘economic 
provinees, and programs for 
development. 

Fairness in taxation implies 
two principles. 

First, it means that people 
in similar circumstances 
should carry similar shares of 
the tax load. But, for a vari- 
ety of reasons—historical ac- 
cident, outdated decisions or 
short-term expediency—tax- 
payers’ circumstances are de- 
fined in ways that ignore cer- 
tain forms of income and ex- 
penditurés. 

Many of the wealthy in our 
society have benefited unduly. 
A taxpayer is understandably 
agry when he sees that. he 
carries an extra tax burden to 
pay the ‘cost of unfairly low 
taxes on others. This concept 
of fairness must shape the 
standards we apply in stating 
just what income is. 


riod, Future changes in rates 
may be needed to meet eco- 
nomic circumstances and re- 
quirements for expenditures. 

But repeated changes, par- 
ticularly in the basic structure 
of ‘the tax, would be likely to 
bring incertainty and appre- 
hension, Individuals and busi- 
nesses must be able to plan 
their affairs sensibly, particu- 
larly in marking investments 
_that yield a return for mary 
years. This need for stability 
also implies that reforms 
should not include retroactive 
changes, applying to incomes 
earned in previous years. 

The government's proposals 
provide that the changes in 
rules would apply only to pe- 
riods after publication of the 
proposals.. In particular, they 
will not bring into tax capital 
gains earned before a future 
date to be announced. 

In seeking equity and our 
economic objectives we must 
recognize the social realities 
of modern Canada. 


Our taxpayers live with, 
benefit from, and pay for 
many social development pro- 
grams which affect their 
needs and their incomes, their 
institutions and their atti- 
tudes. Our increasingly urban 
society imposes upon govern- 
ments and other public au- 
thorities demands and condi- 
tions which strain to the limit 
their ability to finance and to 
execute their activities. The 
reformed income tax must 
further the proper develop- 
ment of this changing society. 

Another very practical goal 
is to design our tax system so 
that taxpayers can and will 
comply with it voluntarily. 
The vast majority of taxpay- 
ers comply-,in all respects 
with the incoMe tax laws; we 
must maintain their willing- 
ness to do so and protect their 
interest against others who 
may exploit loopholes in the 
law. 

This means the system 
must be simple enough for the 
taxpayer to understand but 
detailed enough to block op-

rule for inereasing the tax

“right way”. It is a matter of 
opinion, of judgment. 

‘The second main objective 
of tax reform is to see that 
the tax system does not inter- 
fere seriously with economic 
growth and productivity 

Taxes by their nature can- 
not. always promote all our 
economic—goals, but they 
should intetfere as little as 
possible with incentives to 
work and invest and with the 
directions our—economy — fol- 
lows in meeting demands of 
consumers and foreign mar- 
kets. Some proposals in this 
paper are intended to ensdre 
that the incentive to work and 
invest is not unduly inhibited 
and that investments needed 
for productivity and public 
purposes are not rejected in 
favor of less désirable alter- 
natives just because of their 
tax consequences, 


Have Guided Approach’

‘These additional. expenditures 
are already providing tangible 
benefits to taxpayers and im- 
proving the economic and so- 
cial environment in which tax- 
payers live. 

They: include medicare, 
housing, youth allowances, 
student loans, university sup- 
port, occupational retraining, 


improved assistance to those 
in need, and major~ expendi- 
tures. on industrial and region- 
al development. 

Major sources of new reve- 
nues anticipated in the royal 
commission's proposals have 
already been tapped by Par- 
liament to meet current re- 
quirements. Complex changes 
have been made to the In- 
come Tax Act to tax the life 
insurance industry on a basis 
as similar as possible to other 
industries, and to tax savings 
accumulating in life insurance 
policies on a basis similar to 
other savings. 


Current Basis 


The government has with 
Parliament's approval revised 
allowances for bad debts and 
investment: losses by financial 
institutions, notably banks 
and mortgage lending institu- 
tions. A further speed-up of 
payment of corporation  in- 
come taxes to place _them on 
4 current basis has been put 
into effect. 

The’ comfmission proposed 
that the transmission of prop- 
erty by bequest and by gifts 
should be taxed fully as in- 
come, which’ would have in- 
crease the weight of the taxes 
2™ times. The 
and Parliament in revising 
the estate and gift taxes ear-. 
lier this year took a different 
view. While gifts and bequests 
from husband to wife were ex- 
empted from tax, rates on 
amounts given or left at death 
to others were increased only 
t6 the extent necessary to 
maintain existing revenues 
from estate tax and to pre- 
vent tax avoidance. 

Personal income taxes are 


the most important — single 
source of government reve- 
nues, marking. up $7,- 
800,000,000 of the  $27,- 
600,000,000 all governments 
expect to raise in Tevenues 


this year. 

Their central position in the 
revenue structure is appropri- 
ate. More than any other tax 
the personal income tax can 
be carefully adjusted to the 
income of the individual and 
the circumstances which af- 
fect his ability to pay, such as 


. family responsibilities and un- 


usual expenditures or expense 
obligations, 


Income Main Tax 


To see that the whole tax 
system is fair, we must en- 
sure that the income tax re- 
mains the main tax levied on 
Canadians. It should be given 
priority in the tax reform pro- 
gram. Reform of the sales tax 
is less urgent and can be un- 
dertaken after action on the 
proposals in this paper 

Other major tax sources in 
Canada should not be used in 
substitution for the income 
tax. 

General sales taxes are em- 
ployed extensively by both 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments and now yield approxi- 
mately $4,000,000.000. For 
most Canadians, they are 
equivalent to a combined re- 
tail rate ranging from about 
13-per-eent-to ever 16 per cent 
and apply to nearly all pur- 
chases except foods. They 
have been increased in recent 


years 
Broadly .speaking, the 
wright of such taxes is. pro- 


portionate to expenditures and 
to incomes, and inferior in 
fairness to the graduated in- 
come tax. 

The third most important 
tax is the real property tax, 
levied chiefly by municipali- 
ties under provincial law. It 
creates revenues of about 
$2,900,000,000 per year and 
bears heavily on those with 


low incomes, if we take into 
account. its effect on rents. 
Rates have been increased 


substantially in recent years. 


Structural Limits 


Finally, our corporation in- 
come taxes are already high 
by internafional standards; 
further increases would | be 
damaging to our economic de- 
velopment and competitive 
ability, making -it more at- 
tractive to locate industries in 


, other countries 


The structure of Canadian 
incéme places important lim- 
its on any program of tax re- 
lief for those with avefage in- 
comes. 

Statistics for 1967,.the latest 
year available, show that 
more than half of those pay- 
ing income tax had incomes 
of less than $5,000 per year 
which was approximately the 
average industrial wage. In 
the ‘middle range almost 2.- 
500,000 of our 6,650,000 taxpay- 
ers that year earned between 
$5.000 and $10,000, accounted 
for 46 per cent of total income 
ef all taxpayers, and paid 44 
per cent to all income taxes 

In sheer number, the im- 
pact of these middle-income 
taxpayers is enormous. We 
would help many of them 
through the proposed tax re- 
forms but the relief cannot be 
dramatic and inevitably in 
aggregate much of the cost 
must be borne by those-at the

Practical Moves 


The following proposals are 
commended to Canadians as 
practical and effective meas- 
ures to accomplish the objec- 
tives of tax reform. 

They owe mitch to the re- 
port of the royal commission 
and to the public, debate 
which followed publication of 
the report, They are planned 
to produce about the same ini- 
tial revenue as existing laws 
and rate. Eventually revenues 
would) grow because some 
transitional arrangements 
would expire and. because in- 
creasing amounts of capital 
gains would be taxed. 2 

The form. of the personal in- 
come tax would be stream- 
lined,. greatly simplifying the 
individual’s. task in’ calculat- 
ing his tax. 

The old age security tax 
and the social development 
tax would be’ merged into the 
graduated tax, and several 
other adjustments and surtax- 
es of recent years would be 
eliminated. The ney graduat- 
ed rates would determine the 
federal tax, and there would 
be no general abatement for 
provineial taxes, 


Exemption Up 


The provinces would be in- 
vited to apply their tax as a 
percentage of the federal tax, 
and on that basis the federal 
government would continue to 
collect this revenue for the 
provinces without cost to 
them. The old age security 
fund would be credited with 
the equivalent yield of the 
present old-age security tax. 

To remove or reduce taxes 
on lower-income taxpayers 
the government proposes to 
increase. the’ basic personal 
exemption for a single person 
to $1,400 from $1,000 and for a 
married couple to $2,800 from 
$2,000. The basic standard de- 
duction available in lieu of de- 
ductions for charitable dona- 
tions and medical expenses 
would_remain at $100. 

Consequently those taxable 
as single persons with intome 
under $1,500 would have no 
tax to pay and -those taxable 
as miarried would have no tax

This change in exemptions 
alone would take about 750,000 
Canadians of the income tax 
rolls. Taken together with the 
other changes proposed, it 
would reduce taxes on almost 
3.000,000 more at the low end 
of the taxable scale 

The benefits which larger 
exemptions would otherwise 
give to those with higher in- 
comes would be offset by high- 
er rates of tax. 

The new rates of, tax would 
replace the present graduated 
rates, the provincial abate- 
ments, current surtaxes, the 
old age security tax and the 
social developmenf tax. The

into account the increase in 
exemptions, the taxation of 
capital gains, and the various

When the new employment

The government has exam- 
ined the deductions individu- 
als may claim for various 
costs they incur, as well as 
differences in treatment be- 
tween taxpayers who are em- 
ployed and those who carry 
on a business or -profession. 
The royal “commission said 
many. employees have been 
over-taxed because they have 
been denied the deduction of 
almost all expenses incurred 
in earning wages and salaries. 


But millions of taxpayers 
are involved, and a very wide 
range of expenses could be re- 
lated to earning their employ- 
ment income. These taxpay- 
ers do not keep detailed rec- 
ords. The government has 
found no practical way to per- 
mit employees to deduct ac- 
tual costs as do thoke _car- 
rying on a profession or other 
business. 


Working Mothers 


We propose to provide em- 
ployees with a general deduc- 
tion to cover expenses, in ad- 
dition to certain specified de- 
ductions. The amount would 
be 3 per cent of employ- 
ment income, up to a total of 
$150 a year. This could. benefit 
more than 6,500,000 persons, 


the great majority of them 
earning less than $10,000 a 
year. 


Costs of looking after young 
children when both -parents 
are working, or when there is 
only one parent and that par- 
ent is working, would be al- 
lowed as a deduction subject 
to certain conditions. This 
new plan is intended prima- 
rily to benefit mothers who 
need to work to support théir 
families, and would be in ad- 
dition to the normal exemp- 
tion for children.

Undergraduates would sel- 
dom need to pay tax because 
few scholarships and bursar-

But if 
students have other income, 
there is no reason why they 
should not be taxed like other 
Canadians. 

For many years, members 
of the armed services have 
been taxed under special reg- 
ulations which \are aimed at 
simplicity of administration 
but confer special benefits. 
The regulations are no longer 
necessary on administrative 
grounds and would be 
dropped. 

Members of the Canadian 
Armed Forces would then be 
taxed under the normal terms 
of the Income Tax Act. 


Close Identity 


The government proposes to 
alter the, method of taxing 
corporations by establishing a 
single rate of corporation tax 
and providing a system of 
credits to shareholders for 
corporate taxes paid. An im- 
portant distinction ~would be 
made between private, close- 
ty-held-> corporations and 


public, widely-held corpora- 
tions. 
For closely-held corpora- 


tions, which are usually small- 
er businesses managed by the 
shareholders, the tax should 
be related as closely as possi- 
ble to rates paid by individual 
shareholders. There is usually 
a close identity between the 
shareholders and the corpora- 
tion 

These corporations usually 
compete in markets with unin- 
corporated businesses subject 
only to personal income tax. 
Under the proposed plan the 
federal income tax paid by 
such corporations would be 
treated as a prepayment of 
the personal income tax on 
behalf of individual residers 
shareholders. Under certain 
conditions the corporation 
could. elect to be taxed as a 
partnership of its sharehold- 
ers, 


Five Years 


In other cases the share- 
holders. would pay tax on a 
sum that includes their divi- 
dends plus a related amount 
of corporate tax already paid; 
and they would then claim 
credit for the corporate tax 
paid, and qualify for a refund 
if their own rates “are lower 
than the corporate rate. 

The government believes, 
that this is a fairer way of 
taxing: the. income of Cana- 
dians which flows through 
corporations than the existing 
system with its lower rate of 
corporate tax on $35,000 of 
profits annually, 

It proposes to remove this 
lower rate gradually over a 
period of five years, There- 
after, the benefits of low rates 
of tax would go to sharehold- 
ers with small incomes rather 


than to corporations with 
small incomes. 
Widely-held corporations 


are usually larger businesses 
where the link between share- 
holders and management is 
tenuous. Such corporations 
are themselves important eco- 
nomic entities. Their products 
or services are usually sold in 
competition with other large 
corporations, where prices 
yield an adequate return after 
paying corporate tax. ; 

One-half the corporate in- 
come tax paid by such corpo- 
rations would be regarded as 
a prepayment of individual 
tax for. individual Canadian 
resident shareholders, but the 
other half would not be linked 
in this way. Shareholders re- 
ceiving dividends from profits 
taxed under the new plan 
would be a tax on the 
dividend plus’ an amount of 
“eréditable tax” equal to half 
the dividend and would be 
given credit for that amount 
of tax. \

Gifts and Purchases’’ com- 
prise the present display at 
the Art Gallery of Greater 
Victoria and the surprising 
thing is that all these works 
of art ave been acquired 
within the past- five months.

It’s no exaggeration to say 
that our civic gallery has one 
of the most important. art 
collections in Western 
Canada; and, that this stead- 
ily growing collection will 
become a really wonderful 
resource for artists and art- 
lovers.

It’s good to hear; too, that 
the gallery hopes to have a 
new wing built and in opera- 
tion by—mnext fall, because, 
obviously, space is needed for 
the display of this collection.

~ Youth and Music—They Communicate 


By AUDREY JOHNSON 


Two. articles in the current“‘issue of the 
bilingual journal, The Canadian Composer, pro- 
mote the idea that music is the best medium of 
international commmunication and that in this 
connection, youth serves the. medium best. 

They spotlight the fact that a few people are 
converting these thoughts into action. Too few, 
probably, to save th rid from the politicians 
and the power-mad, bit at least they are poking a 
valiant finger into the dike. 

One gets the feeling that if there were enough 
of them and enough young people with enough 
music they might just combine to turn the trick, 
given.a little time. 

Some of you will recall that the Brno 
Children’s Choir of Czechoslovakia sang—and 
thrilled their audiences—in the summer concert 
series at University of Victoria this year. 

Behind that appearance was one of these idea-action 
people, H. Klyne Headley, a retired British Columbia schools 
music supervisor.

Headley, a.composer-pianist, is described as a person

who believes that ‘‘understanding is built from ideas in 
motion.” ‘ 


This being so he clearly is a. person who lives by his 
beliefs for it was an idea born in his brain and determinedly 
fotlowed up by him that led to the first Canadian tour of the 
Brno Children, 

Mrs. Lower’ says that Headley believes further—‘‘that 
some of the best ideas today are coming from children.” 

True also to this belief, when he was. commissioned to 
write a choral-orchestral. work for Czechoslovakia’s 50th 
anniversary of independence, he used a poem by Elizabeth 
MacKay, a 16-year-old Vancouver schoolgirl. 

After successful European performances of the work, he 
was requested te’extend it and he chose poems by his 13-year~ 
old daughter fora prelude and Alleluia chorus. 

The article reports that the complete triptych entitled 
Peace “had its world premiere in Brno in May, 1969, at the 
height of the movement of Russian troops in Czechoslovakia.” 

This was all part of a concept of Headley’s entitled 
Children-to-Children Cultural Exchange which has found favor 
with the B.C. government and has also interested Ottawa. 

Under the plan ‘the best that children are creating in the 
humanitiesand-sciences canbe collected in each member 
country for distribution throughout the other nations of the 
world.’" 

This, it seems, means among other things, paintings, 
books, dolls, glassware, music scores, records and the 
children themselves. 

In reverse, the British Columbia Boys’ Choir, a major 
mainiand organization, has toured Continental Europe and the 
cathedrals of Britain. \ 

With visits to New York and Chicago’ already scheduled 
for ‘early in 1970, invitations to appear again, in British 
cathedrals and to tour 15 capitals of the U.S.S.R., are now 
being entertained. 

In St. Moritz, Switzerland, late this summer, still another 
youth group from Canada brought their music into an 
international situation and proved to be excellent 
ambassadors. 

The group was the Toronto Youth Orchestra, conducted 
by Jacob Groob. Norman Abbott, the ceHist son of the well- 
known Victoria musical family, was among them.

Countries were 
Great Britain, whose Midland 
Youth Orchestra of Birming- 
ham, conducted by ‘Blyth Major, wae the host orchestra ; 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, Holland, Germany, Norway, Switzer- 
land, Canada and the United States, which sent four orches- 
tras, including the San Diego Youth Symphony and Greater 
Boston Youth Symphony. 

Leopold Stokowsky, Walter Susskind and Czechoslovakia’s 
Zdenek Lukas were the international guest conductors present 
and on the final Saturday a special concert was played by a 
picked orchestra of players from all participating groups with 
Stokowsky conducting. 


In the audition for this orchestra Canada led the list with 
22 of its players, including Norman Abbott, chosen.

Of Ship Carvers 


Some of the finest ship 
models in Canada have been 
created by a man who has 
never felt the surge of an 
ocean-going deck beneath him. 

He's W. S. Grafton, 924 
Verdier, who says he’s had a 
love affair with boats ever 

- since he was a youngster in 
Ontario. 
, “I built: my own boat at 
Pigeon Lake and I’ve always 
been fascinated with ships." 

One of the most outstanding 
models the 85-year-old crafts- 
man has carved is that of the 
Sovereign of the Seas, a 
British ship of the line which 
first rode the high seas in 
1637, 

“T saw her illustrated in 
Popular Mechanics and said 


to myself that’s the boat- I— 


want to build.” 

John Symons, curator of the 
Maritime Museum of B.C., is 
glad he did. He hopes to add 
the model to his collection. 

If Grafton was never able to 
answer the call of the sea, 
others in his family knew her 
on intimate. terms. 

“My great-grandfather was 
sent out from England to act 
as surgeon in Halifax. My 
grandfather was born on 
board. the ship as_ she 
docked." 

It was from this grand- 
father that Grafton inherited 

-his talent for carving. 

“He served an apprentice- 
ship in Montreal, making 
Pianos: The government” had 
him go to Ottawa in 1859 to do 
a lot of the carving you now 
see in the House and Senate." 

"His grandmother, too, must 
have helped encourage Graf- 
ton's talents, with her appre- 
ciation of good. craftsmanship.

800 Hours 
To Build 
An Organ 


KINGSTON, Ont. (CP) — 
When a pipe organ is being 
installed in a church, most 
people tend to think of it, if 
they think of it at all, as a. 
day-long operation sticking a 
sound box here, a console 
there. 

For John Bright of London, 
Ont., one of Ontario’s few 
organ makers, installing pipe 
organs is more than 4a. life 
work-—it’s, almost a_ passion. 
And it takes a lot of time. 

For Queen Street United 
Church in Kingston, he in- 
stalled 971 pipes with vents, 
1,000 little wires wound neatly 
at their connecting points, a 
maple console and ‘even the 
keys. Each piece is con- 
structed lovingly and meticu- 
lously, 

Mr, Bright bid for the job 
last year. He came to King- 
ston equipped to take all 
required measurements and 
study the acoustical ability of 
the church. He wanted to 
know how many people are in 
the congregation and what 
were the seating arrange- 
ments. 

Each church has. different 
acoustical problems and. the 
organ must be adapted to its 
own setting, he says. He 
starts by taking photographs 
of the church and: works out 
calculations on sound distribu- 
tion. 


BUILDS EACH PTECE 

He builds each piece in his 
London shop, including the 
organ loft and a wooden mesh 
to decorate its opening. 

Since April he has’ been 
driving’ to Kingston every 
Monday in-his truck, working 
12-hour days and returning 
home on weekends. 

“There are a few Canadian 
organ-pipe makers but they 
have outpriced themselves,” 
he says. “It’s much cheaper 
to buy from European pro- 
ducers.” 

Mr. Bright said it took him 
a full week to adjust all 97? 
pipes for pitch, strength and 
clarity. 

“When a man has dedicated 
almost a quarter of a century 
to an art, he just doesn’t do it 


sloppily.” 
He has been in the business 
22 years, starting as an 


apprentice with an_ elderly 
organ maker. He's built 
organs for churches in several 
Ontario cities and towns and 
in Montgomery, Ala. 

By the time the organ is 
sitting in its loft, Mr. Bright 
figures he will have spent 800 
hours ‘on it. The cost, to the 
congregation is $15,000. 

"I keep a time book but 
haven’t added it up yet to see 
if I've made any money.” 

The organist, Parlane Chris- 
tie, is almost as excited as 
the organ maker. 

“His wife says he's like a 
kid who got a new toy for 
Christmas without a battery 
in it,* says Mr. Bright. 

He patted the console 
proudly and said he usually 


comes back two or three 
times to get the organ 
“settled down.” 


“Tt takes a while to settle 
down an organ you know.”

In 1933 he was again able to 
take up his tools, having 
switched from surveying to 
public relations work for the 
Alberta Wheat Pool. 

He and his wife came to 
Brentwood on his retirement 
in 1952. 

Again, he found himself too 
busy to get back to his 
carving. 

At 68, Grafton cultivated his 
two acres of land, planting a 
garden that today is profuse of 
roses and fruit trees. 

Disearding his teols — for 
more matter-of-fact fare, he 
built the house which now 
contains a treasure of 
carvings, 

—Since his wife entered a 
Sidney nursing home 2? 
years ago, Grafton has kept 
his home “ship shape and 
Bristol] fashion’ with the aid 
of a weekly cleaning woman. 

He no longer carves. ‘“‘My 
hands are too shaky to hold 
the tools.” 

Instead, he cooks from his 
recipe book (a series of 
printed menus conveniently 
inside of his 
kitchen Cupboards), gardens, 
house cleans, does his wash- 
ing and ironing. 

“The only thing I 
learned was to sew.”

Prison Work Camps Prove 
Worthwhile for Province 


By REG SILVESTER 


In some. prison work camps, . 
prisoners dig holes’ one day 
and fill them in the next. 


Not very good for their 
morale and feeling of worth, 
says B.C.'s director of correc- 
jtions, Selwyn Rocksborough- 
Smith. 

In contrast, at 11 forest 
camps in this province, 660 
prisoners do productive work, 
and they are encouraged to be 
proud of it. 


Rocksborough-Smith says 
the assistance prisoners give 
forestry by planting seedlings, 
cutting decadent stands, slash- 
ing and suppressing fires is 
worth at least $250,000 a year. 

Ted Whiting of the provin- 
cial forestry branch says that 
estimate is conservative. And 
he says the prisoners have 
turned out to be among the 
best firefighters they have. 

The two camps on Van- 
couver Island, both near 
Campbell River in the Say- 
ward forest district, are ex- 
amples of the variety of 
prisoners working. At Snow- 
don, only first offenders work 
in the forest, while at Lake- 
view, the prisoners are mul- 
tiple offenders, Rocksborough- 
Smith said. 

e 


The first camp opened in 
1956. Since then, the people at 
the correction branch's classi- 
fication division have become 


. less strict about whom they 


will let out to work: 

“Some years ago,"’ Rocks- 
borough-Smith said of some of 
the camp workers, ‘‘we would 
have thought we'd have to 
keep them behind bars.” 

The results have been dif- 
ficult to assess because of the 
number of factors influencing 
a man’s life after he gets out 
of prison. But Rocksborough- 
Smith says statistics’ have 
shown greater success with 
prisoners in the forestry 
camps than with those kept 
behind walls. 


The attitude of prisoners to | 


staff is, to -Rocksborough- 
Smith, an indication of the 
program’s -success. “They 
look at a staff member as a 


working partner rather than 
as the man who holds the 
keys that unlock the iron 
gate.” ; 

e 


The prisoners work in small 
groups. Almost all are accom- 
panied by a staff member on 
the job. But some have 
earned themselves enough 
trust. that they are allowed to 
go into the forest unwatched. 

The main idea, says Rocks- 
borough-Smith, 1s to’ “give 
them a vigorous outdoor 
working experience.”’ There’s 
a lot of work to be done and 
they get paid for it. 

They are also aware of the 
usefulness of their toil. “For 
people who are in prison and 
realize there is justice to it, 
doing something useful can be 
very therapeutic.” 

The camps are adminis- 
tered by an eight-man com- 
mittee made up of members 
of the corrections branch, the 


forest service and the parks 
branch. ‘ 

Whiting, who is the liaison 
officer between the forest 
service and the corrections 
branch, says it costs the 
taxpayer half as much to keep 
a prisoner in a forest carap as 
it does to keep him in jail. 

The first camp was ‘estab- 
lished at Tamihi Creek near 
Chilliwack 13 years ago. Now

CHIEF'S SPIRIT 
‘INSPIRED TOTEM 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


The spirit of Chief Mungo Martin inspired Thunderbird 
Park carver Henry Hunt to create his latest totem pole—a 
masterpiece. 

“Mungo appeared to me in dreams and helped design the 
pole," “Henry said today. ‘Before I started I knew exactly 
what it was going to look like."’ 

The 26-foot-long pole completed Wednesday is consid- 
ered by Indian art experts as one of the finest examples of 
totem pole-art: - 

It was made for J. Alsford Ltd. of Feltham, Middlesex, 
England, lumber importers. 

Henry, now 47, became chief carver at Thunderbird Park 
when the great Kwakiutl craftsman, Chief Mungo Martin, 
died in 1962. ; 

As Mungo’s heir, he has maintained a high’standard of 
work, but seems to have exceeded himself in his latest work. 

Peter McNair, museum anthropolegist, said the new work 
is Henry's finest. 

“It's a masterpiece,”’ he said. 

Henry gives all the credit to the spirit of Mungo Martin 

“TI. often dream about Mungo,” he said. ‘“‘We talk about 
totem pole carving. Sometimes we go fishing. - Before I 
started carving, we worked out the design for the pole. All in 
a dream, of course.

», ‘I never had any trouble carving this pole,” he added. 
“The design seemed to fall into place. In my mind's eye I 
saw everything clearly." 

Mungo took a great interest in the totem because he once 
visited England and was well treated there, the carver 
explained, 

The totem 
carved in detail. 

It is topped with a figure representing the Raven, a hero 
of the Northwest Coast Indians and a principle crest figure 
among the Kwakiuttl. : 

The second figure is rarely seen on totem poles. It 
represents the sun.-He is holding a ‘copper in his ‘hand: 

The bottom figure incorporates the Sisutl, or double- 
headed serpent, and Tsonoqua, or wild woman of the woods. 

Henry said the story behind the figures tells how a group 
of people chased Tsonoqua. ‘ 

“So you see Indians of Jong ago also chased wild 
women,;’’ he said good-humoredly. “But we never captured 
this one, She was wanted because she stole children from 
their mothers.” 

He-related that Tsonoqua came to a lake and began to 
walk across. it. 

The pursuers were provided with a boat by the two- 
headed snake who transformed himself into a canoe. 

“But. they never caught up with her because the wild 
woman as she walked into deeper water-beeame taller and 
taller and was thus able to cross the lake with ease,” he said.

Dear Mrs. R. T.: 

The characteristic of 100 
per cent polyester is different 
from pure silks. The very fact 
that they won't wrinkle and 
are completely washable 
without any pressing makes 
their general appearance dif- 
ferent. You will have more of 
an unpressed look in your 
seams, in other words, a soft, | 
not crisp, finish. 

Be sure that you don't use 
too many stitches per inch 
when stitching on the ma- 
| chine, This could add to this 
puckered appearance. I would 
recommend about 10 stitches 
| per inch. Actually, the un- 
| pressed look is definitely the 
| look of today, even with pure 
silks and satins. One rule that 
hasn't changed is pressing on 
the right side of the fabric 
always press on the wrong 
side!

Well 
advanced in construction, this 
club is to be a training centre 
for staff for the larger hotel. 


Also nearing completion on 
the_north side of the island on 
Reduit Beach beside the St. 
Lucia, Beach Hotel, is a Holi- 
day fifh being built by the 
Commonwealth Holiday Inns 
of Canada Ltd. The Holiday 
Inn, which wil] have 240 beds 
and will cost about $2,000,000, 
is not expected to be ready in 
time for the coming season.

Apart from hotel expansion, 
three or four major residen- 
tial subdivisions are contin- 
uing to expand, as more lots 
are sold to Americans, Cana- 
dians and Britons for winter 
homes. 


To provide direct jetliner 
connections to St. Lucia from 
North America and Europe, 
Canada has undertaken an aid 
program to enlarge Beane 
Field at Vieux Fort and to 
provide the necessary recep- 
tion buildings.

West Coast Gar 
Cutting Down for Bedding 


By JACK BEASTALL 


Non-gardeners have some pe- 
culiar opinions. of avid F 
deners, and 
sometimes I 
think their 
opinions are 

. justified. } 
Looking at 
ourselves. ob- 
jectively, we 
must admit 
that some of 
our: actions 
are, to say 
the least, 
contradictory. 

In spring we become quite 
perturbed when plants fail to 
make an appearance on 
schedule. A few less blossoms 
on a flowering tree or a fruit 
tree is noted and causes 
concern. 

Summer comes and we 
expect flowers. If they have 
not appeared by the date we 
have set, consternation reigns. 

In due course the flowers 
appear. We heave a sigh of 
relief and promptly forget the 
hours of worrying as we 
search for another problem. 


As soon as the flowers fade, 
and this is the whole point of 
the matter, we want to cut 
down the plant and get it out 
of sight. 

“When do I cut down. . .?” 


~ That is the continuing ques- 


tion from late spring, through 
summer and fall. 

We grow plants because we 
want their flowers. The 
flowering period is frequently 
only a week or two, but the 
plants go through 50 weeks of 
growing and resting to pro- 
vide that brief period of color 
that we anticipate so keenly. 

During that 50-week period 
they need every encourage- 
ment in order to repeat the 
display, and cutting- down 
while foliage is in good 
condition is no encourage- 
ment. 

Fall is the time when this 
urge to cut is most pronounced 
and is thoughtlessly put into 
practice. 

e 
I can excuse all newcomers 


to the Pacific Coast. Most 
have come from areas with a 


climate far more severe thart 


anything we have exper- 
ienced. 
Under such conditions a 


garden has to be prepared for 
winter — ‘put on bed’ is a 
popular phrase with gardening 
writers, Cutting down is a 
necessary part ‘of this pro 
cess. 

Here on the coast our 
.gardens never ‘‘go to bed."’ A 
newcomer finds this difficult 
to realize, but there is no 
excuse for those who have 
gardened here for years. 

The plants that are suited to 
this climate can be divided 
into groups, each group 
having a definite cutting time 
if, and this if must- be 
considered too, if pruning is 
necessary. 

The first. group could.consist 
of evergreens, those plants 


which retain most of their 
foliage throughout the year. 

There are, two classes of 
evergreens, the broadleaved 
evergreens of which some 
flower and others are grown 
solely for their foliage, and 
the coniferous evergreens. 

The broadleaved kinds 
grown for foliage only are not 
regularly pruned but, if shap- 
ing is unavoidable, it should 
be done just before new 
growth starts in spring. 

The broadleaved flowering 
shrubs are not regularly 
pruned. If cutting has to. be_ 
done, the time of cutting

depends on the time of 
flowering. Those flowering in 
spring are _ pruned after 
flowering; those flowering in 
summer are pruned before 
new growth starts in spring. 

Coniferous evergreens of 
upright growth have two 
periods when light shaping 
can be done, the first in April, 
the second in August. Prun- 
ing, in the sense of changing 
the shape of the tree, is never 
satisfactory on conifers, 
therefore avoided. 

The next group embraces 
the many beautiful deciduous

Plant or move, roses and 
other leaf-losing shrubs, Cut 
off broken roots; fill in around 
with fine soil mixture; water 
as filling in progresses to take 
soil close around roots.

at soil level each year. 
Although strictly flowering 


shrubs, roses have a place to | 


themselves. In coastal gar- 
dens these seem to be semi- 
evergreen because 
buds will produce leaves in 
mild spells in winter. 


Since pruning would encour- 
age further growth, roses are 
not touched in fall, other than 
shortening long growths back 
to about 36 inches. All other 
pruning is left until March 15 
to April 15. 

Herbaceous perennials form 
another popular 
garden plants. Top growth 
dies down in fall and can. be 


cut away as the leaves lose-+ 


their usefulness. 

Never cut off any 
that is still green and able to 
manufacture food, as roots 
need all the food they can 
gather during fall to make 
strong growth in spring. 

The last group embraces 
the trees, shrubs; and canes 
that’ provide us 
fruits. 

R a spberries, 
and other cane fruits have all 


the canes that bore fruit cut | 
out at.soil level after harvest-—| 


ing or in the fall, 
Black currants are pruned 


immediately. after fruit is 
picked, cutting out the 
branches. which bore fruit. 


The same applies to peaches 
in the home garden.

More Votes Than Voters at Winnipeg

Canadians are criticized 
sometimes for not turning out 
to vote. The worst perform- 
ance was in Nanaimo, in 1859, 
when ‘only one ballot was cast 
to elect the legislative mem- 
ber: It wouldn't be difficult to 
identify the voter! 

On the credit side, one of 
the most enthusiastic elections 
ever held was: for Winnipeg's 
first mayor in 1874. There 
were only 308 eligible voters, 
but 331 ballots were cast.

Winnipeg, which was origi- 
nally known as McDermots- 
ville, was incorporated on 
November 8, 1873, following 
the Red River uprising and 
the creation of Manitoba as.a 
province in 1870. Although 
there were only 308 voters the 
community was growing 
quickly and had already ab- 
sorbed Fort Garry. Two years 
after the first election 5,000 
people were living there. 

The fur trade was still the 
backbone of business, but 
agriculture, flour-milling and 
lumbering were becoming im- 
portant,- Hotels and saloons 
did roaring businesses, so 
much ‘so that Winnipeg. and 
Barrie, Ontario, had the repu- 


tations of being ‘‘the two most 
evil places in Canada.’’ Mem- 
bers of a Y.M.C.A. convention 
in 1876 prayed for them. 

As Winnipeg became known 
as “The Gateway to the 
West” real estate began to 
boom and in 1881 lots on Main 
Street were selling for higher 
prices than those on Michigan 
Avenue in Chicago. The boom 
extended westward as the 
C.P,R. transcontinental was 
built and people in all walks 
of life were buying lots on 
margin and selling them a 
few days later as they did in 
the stock market boom before 
the crash in 1929. The western 
real estate boom crashed in

A better aquarium cover 
would be a screen—preferably 
stainless steel—with a cool 
tube lighting arrangement, if 
needed. Stainless steel does 
not add toxic metals to the 
water which may! condense 
and drop back into the tank. 
But the screen does permit 
the air-conditioning benefits of 
water evaporation and so 
helps to keep the water 
temperature a little lower.

CHIEF'S SPIRIT 
INSPIRED TOTEM 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


The spirit of Chief Mungo Martin inspired Thunderbird 
Park carver Henry Hunt to create his latest totem pole—a 
masterpiece. 

‘Mungo appeared to me in dreams and helped design the 
pole, Henry said today. ‘Before I started I knew exactly 
what it was going to look like.” 

The 26-foot-long pole completed Wednesday is. consid- 
ered by Indian art experts as one of the finest examples of 
totem pole art. . 

It was made for J. Alsford Ltd, of Feltham, Middlesex, 
England, lumber importers. 

Henry, now 47, became chief carver at Thunderbird Park 
when the great Kwakiutl craftsman, Chief Mungo Martin, 
died in 1962. 

As Mungo's heir, he. has maintained a high standard of 
work, but seems to have exceeded himself in his latest work. 

Peter McNair, museum anthropologist, said the new work 
is Henry's finest. 

“Tt's a masterpiece,"’ he said. , 

Henry gives all the credit to the spirit of Mungo Martin. 

“I often dream about Mungo,” he said. “We talk about 
totem pole carving. Sometimes we go fishing. Before I 
started carving, we worked out the design for the pole. All in 
a dream, of course. 


“IT never bad any trouble carving this pole," he added. 
“The design seemed to fall into place. In my mind's eye I 
saw everything clearly.” 

Mungo took a great interest in the totem because he once 
visited England and was well treated there, the carver 
explained. 

The totem 
carved in detail. 

It is topped with a figure representing the Raven, a hero 
of-the Northwest Coast Indians and a principle crest figure 
among the Kwakiutl. 

The second: figure is rarely seen on totem poles 
represents the sun. He is holding a copper in his hand. 

The bottom figure. incorporates the Sisutl, or double- 
headed serpent, and Tsonoqua, or wild woman of the woods. 

Henry said the story behind the figures tells how a group 

_ of people chased Tsonoqua. 

“So you see Indians of long ago also chased wild 
women,” he said good-humoredly. ‘But we never captured 
this one. She was wanted because she stole children from 
their mothers.”’ 

He related that Tsonoqua came to a lake and began to 
walk across it. . 

The pursuers were provided with a boat by the two- 
headed smake who transformed himself into a canbe. 

“But they never caught up with her because the wild 
woman as she walked into deeper waten became taller and 
taller and was thus able to eross the lake with ease,’’ he said.

Fair Taxation 
Prime Goal

OTTAWA (CP) — A befter break for lower- 
income families—and a bitter pill for people who 
have added to their annual income by selling assets 
without paying a capital gains tax. 


That’s the gist of the federal government's out- 
line of the way it would like to remake the backbone 
of Canada’s existing tax system. + 


It would help low-wage earners by increasing 
basic income tax exemptions to $1,400 for single: and 
$2,800 for married persons, and hit many at the other 
end of the earnings scale by imposing Canada’s first- 


ever capital gains tax. 


Rates Lowered 


To help compensate for the 
capital gains tax, however, 
which Finance Minister Edgar 
Benson said would be paid

On more than one day in the winter 1952-53, 
four young men, often with more than one purpose in 
mind, were constantly amazed to learn that their 
innermost secrets Were almost an open book, in some 
quarters. 


Today, one of those eager young men keeps a

“Yes, I can truthfully say, 
this is what I've always 
wanted to do,’’ Doug Anderson 
said this week of his position 
as coach of the Victoria 


Cougars of the British Colum- 
bia Junior “A Hockey 
League. . 

As father confessor. and 
adviser to the young of heart 
and strong of body, Anderson 
feels that coaching juniors is 
probably more of a challenge 
under today’s demanding con- 
ditions than was the case 
when he himself was a 
budding young star. 

And that personal bit of 
history probably was as 
famous for Anderson as for 
most. aspirants to greatness, 
and was culminated success- 
fully with an Allan. -Cup 
championship at Edmonton in 
1947-48. ‘

Success was not immediate, 
neither did any false pride 
give Doug the idea that his 
particular science of teaching 
hockey would prove to be an 
exact one. 


The Cougars finished sixth, 
out of six, that first season. 

“I was afraid you would ask 
that,”” he laughed. 

But he was proud to dwell 
on the next subject, last year, 
when the Cougars won the 
British Columbia champion- 
ship. 

Titles are nice,-and are ‘the 

life blood of a coach, but 
Doug has some other ideas 
that may have a more lasting 
effect on players, if not their 
plaving, their characters. 
_ For Doug's unwritten 
philosophy can be -para- 
phrased by saying that coach- 
ing is not all hockey, nor 
hockey not all coaching. 

Doug feels deeply that the 
coach of a junior club has an 


In the matter of winning, an 
adjunct of the game that is 
highly popular, Doug, feels 
that with. juniors,. all. other 
things being equal, condition- 
ing is the key. 


“If the plaver has the 
talent, it will show,”’ he 
suggests. And he feels, too, 


that more could probably be 
accomplished with juniors if 
he had some occasional help, 
in pre-season training. 

It's difficult to give indi- 
vidual attentior# to 20 or more 
players, and that really is all 
that some of them need to 
become better players rather 
than ordinary ones. ‘They 
have to be told of the 
mistakes they are makinz. 
Otherwise they cannot learn.” 

Doug would like to think he 


is patterning his coaching 


techniques along the lines of’ 


Laycoe. 
“He was the finest coach | 
ever played under," he said.

Canucks appear headed 
for the National Hockey League with a financial assist from 
Minneapolis. ® 

Medical’ Investment Corp. of Minneapolis Friday made a 
firm financial offer to the Western League club. If accepted, 
the Canucks ‘would move into hockey's major league in the 
1970-71 season. “ 

Joint announcement of the proposed. purchase was made by 
Cyrus H. McLean, president of Vancouver Hockey Club Ltd., 
and Thomas K. Scallen, president of the Medicor company. 


The announcement said the offer is subject to the 
successful negotiation of a satisfactory lease with the Pacific 
National Exhibition, owners of Pacific Coliseum, the Canucks’ 
home arena, and the approval of the board of directors and 
shareholders of the Vancouver Hockey Club,

Neither Scallen nor Medicor's vice-president, Lyman D, 
Walters, would elaborate on the proposed terms of purchase. 


Asked what kind of offer Medicor made for the Canucks 
Scallen said: : 

“We made a very gaod offer.”’

Asked why an American-based company such as theirs did 
not seek the NHL franchise in Baltimore and Cleveland, which 
claimed the $6,000,000 asking price was too high and backed 
out, Seallen said; ““Vancouver was our absolute first choice."’
